To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Farnborough  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1951. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  during  the  year  was  satisfactory. 
There  were  no  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  or  Diphtheria  and  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria  have  been  notified  since  1945. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  the  main  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  the  year,  there  being  601  and  205  cases  respectively, 
compared  with  66  and  37  cases  in  1950.  There  was  only  one  case  of 
Food  Poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Farnborough  in  March  and 
details  are  given  in  the  section  dealing  with  Tuberculosis. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  and  food  inspection  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  Report.

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  46,  27  male 
and  19  female  cases.  10  cases  were  removed  from  the  Register  and  the 
total  number  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  139.  This  figure 
comprised  106  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (63  male  and  43  female) 
and  33  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  (14  male  and  19  female).

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REPORT  OF 

THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1951 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Farnborotigh  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1951, 
and  my  twelfth  as  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  report  relates  to  the  work  of  the  Department  during  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1951,  but  the  figures  relating  to  the  Public 
Cleansing  Section  are  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1952. 

It  has  been  a year  of  satisfactory  progress  in  all  branches  of  our 
work,  except  perhaps  in  the  improvement  of  existing  housing  conditions, 
in  which  there  is  undoubtedly  a steady  deterioration  owing  to  the  high 
cost  of  repair  work. 

Much  time  has  been  spent  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of 
food  and  food  premises.  Improvements  to  both  premises  and 
equipment  are  continually  being  carried  out,  but  much  remains  to  be 
done.  Progress  in  this  respect  is  retarded  by  restriction  of  building 
work,  several  necessary  improvement  schemes  being  outstanding. 

A rather  satisfactory  feature  is  a decrease  in  the  percentage  of 
bovine  carcases  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

Our  first  pasteurisation  plant  was  installed  and  put  into  operation 
during  the  year  and  about  96%  of  the  milk  sold  in  Farnborough  is  either 
heat  treated  or  designated. 

The  high  output  of  salvage  from  the  district  was  maintained  and 
and  our  revenue  of  £8,332  was  easily  a record.  We  also  received  a 
monetary  prize  in  the  National  Waste  Paper  Competition. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  W.  C.  D.  Walmsley,  for  their 
continued  interest  and  support,  and  to  the  staff  and  workpeople  for  their 
loyal  and  efficient  service.

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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  WATER. 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company. 

Sources  of  Supply. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  Pumping  Stations  at  Frimley,  Itchel, 
Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  near  Wokingham. 

The  Frimley  water  is  collected  from  springs  in  the  Bagshot  sands, 
and  at  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  it  is  pumped  from  deep 
wells  in  chalk. 

Treatment. 

The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5.5  grains  per  gallon  and 
is  subjected  to  treatment  by  aeration,  sedimentation  and  sand  filtration 
before  being  pumped  into  supply. 

The  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  sources  have  a total 
hardness  of  19.5  grains  per  gallon,  and  at  all  these  stations  softening  by 
lime  process  is  carried  out,  in  order  to  reduce  the  hardness  to  the 
statutory  limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon  or  17  parts  per  100,000. 

All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state  before 
treatment,  but  are  given  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  during  the 
normal  process  of  treatment,  in  conformity  with  modern  waterworks 
practice. 

Purity  of  Supply. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  and  frequently  by  the  Company 
before  and  after  treatment  at  the  works  and  in  supply.  They  are 
examined  chemically  and  bacteriologically  by  the  Company’s  resident 
Chemists  and  Bacteriologists  and,  in  addition,  samples  are  submitted 
to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  independent  examination 
and  report  at  regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  all  treated  waters  have  shown 
a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

Conditions  of  Supply  Generally. 

The  supply  to  all  premises  connected  within  the  Urban  District  is 
constant,  and  laid  on  directly  from  the  main  to  the  house  taps.  Outside 
standpipes  are  mainly  used  in  gardens  or  for  car-washing.  Their  use 
for  domestic  purposes  is  discouraged  and  only  in  exceptional  circumstances 
allowed. 

The  consumption  of  water  during  1951  was  higher  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  but  adequate  supplies  were  at  all  times  available  without 
the  necessity  for  imposing  restrictions. 

There  is  close  and  helpful  co-operation  between  the  officers  of  the 
Water  Company  and  the  Health  Department. 

I am  obliged  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Water 
Company  for  information  supplied  for  this  section  of  the  Report. 
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A house  and  bakehouse  situated  in  Victoria  Road  was  provided 
with  main  water  supply.  These  premises  had  relied  on  well  water  which 
upon  regular  analysis  had  always  proved  satisfactory.  Reports  during 
the  year  showed  evidence  of  pollution  and  the  owner  was  requested  to 
discontinue  this  source  of  supply.  This  request  was  complied  with  and 
what  was  believed  to  be  our  only  remaining  property  dependent  on  well 
water  was  provided  with  main  water  supply. 

Two  cases  of  pollution  caused  by  unprotected  storage  cisterns  in 
houses  were  dealt  with. 

2.  DR.\INAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  are  two  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district,  one  situated  in 
South  Famborough  and  the  other  at  Cove. 

A scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government 
and  Planning  for  the  re-organization  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
It  is  proposed  to  close  the  disposal  works  at  South  Famborough,  except 
for  the  treatment  of  storm  water  over  three  times  the  Dry  Weather 
Flow,  and  to  Pump  the  whole  of  the  sewage  to  the  Cove  Sewage  disposal 
works  which  it  is  proposed  to  re-design  and  enlarge.  The  new  Works 
will  be  mechanized  as  far  as  practicable. 

Forty-six  premises  by  reason  of  distance  or  level  are  not  connected 
to  the  Council’s  sewers.  Fourteen  of  these  are  houses  without  proper 
drainage.  The  remainder  are  provided  with  cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 

The  outstanding  work  on  the  small  unsewered  portion  of  the  district 
in  Cove  described  in  my  report  for  1949,  was  not  carried  out,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  done  early  in  1952. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  South  Ward  discharges 
into  the  River  Blackwater,  which  is  a tributary  of  the  Thames,  whilst 
that  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  West  Ward  discharges  into  the 
Cove  Brook,  which  is  a tributary  of  the  Blackwater.  These  streams  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  for  the  prevention 
of  pollution. 

4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  table  below  shows  the  number  of  types  of  closet  accommodation 
other  than  fresh  water  closets,  in  use  at  premises  which  are  not  connected 
to  the  Council’s  sewers. 

Two  of  the  pail  closets  are  emptied  bi-weekly  by  the  Council. 

Pail  or  Elsan  chemical-closets  in  use  at  moveable  dwellings  are  not 
included  in  the  table.

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5.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


For  many  years  the  need  for  public  conveniences  in  the  South  Ward 
has  been  acute,  the  need  of  conveniences  for  women  being  especially 
great. 

The  cleansing  of  public  conveniences  is  the  responsibility  of  your 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 


6.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

General. 

Your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  salvage. 

Three  separate  collections  of  refuse  and  salvage  are  operated, 
namely  (a)  dustbin  refuse,  {b)  general  salvage  and  (c)  kitchen  waste. 
Weekly  emptying  of  dustbins  is  carried  out  ; salvage  is  collected  weekly 
and  kitchen  waste  twice  each  week. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

A weekly  emptying  of  dustbins  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  Dustbins  are  carried  out  and  returned  by  your  workmen.  This 
is  a considerable  undertaking,  particularly  on  our  new  estates,  where  in 
so  many  cases  the  bins  have  to  be  carried  long  distances  and  through 
outbuildings. 

A War  Department  Estate  of  82  houses  was  completed  and  became 
occupied  during  the  year.  We  are  carrying  out  collection  of  refuse  and 
salvage  from  this  estate. 

The  Prospect  Road  Tip  was  completed  by  the  end  of  Januar}^ 
1952,  and  we  commenced  tipping  on  Military  land  in  Pinehurst  at  the 
beginning  of  February.  This  site  consists  of  a large  area  of  low-lying 
land  very  much  in  need  of  raising  and  improving.  It  is  an  extensive 
and  excellent  site,  centrally  situated  and  capable  of  being  made  into 
valuable  sports  fields. 

Refuse  from  the  Military  area  of  Pinehurst  is  now  being  taken  to 
the  Pinehurst  tip  by  their  own  transport. 


Trade  Refuse. 

The  rate  of  charges  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  came  under 
review  during  the  past  year  and  it  was  decided  to  charge  a fixed  price 
per  bin  each  time  it  was  emptied. 

Owing  to  the  high  prices  of  waste  paper  and  kitchen  waste  it  was 
agreed  to  waive  the  charge  in  cases  where  a substantial  amount  of  waste 
paper  and  kitchen  waste  was  made  available  to  this  Council,  for  so  long 
as  there  was  a sale  for  paper  and  kitchen  waste. 


Prospect  Road  (West)  Tipping  Site. 

This  former  tipping  site  completed  in  1948  is  now  under  cultivation 
by  an  adjacent  farmer. 
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Prospect  Road  (East)  Tip.  Water  Pollution. 

I referred  last  year  to  the  trouble  caused  by  the  water  draining 
from  this  site.  Sulphur  reducing  bacteria  acting  upon  organic  matter 
in  the  refuse  was  producing  Sulphuretted  Hydrogen,  causing  both  smell 
and  pollution  of  the  watercourse.  This  was  overcome  by  drawing  off 
the  contaminated  water  by  means  of  a connection  to  the  Council’s 
sewer. 

This  has  been  kept  under  regular  observation  during  the  year  and 
the  water  tested  at  intervals.  These  tests  showed  that  the  water  was 
steadily  improving. 

Salvage. 

A total  of  916  tons  of  salvaged  materials  were  collected  and  sold 
for  the  sum  of  /8,332,  the  highest  income  ever  recorded.  This  is 
equivalent  to  approximately  3 cwts.  and  an  income  of  28/-  per  house 
or  premises  per  annum.  The  total  amount  of  materials  salvaged  in 
Famborough  since  1940  is  9,644  tons  producing  an  income  to  the  Council 
of  £43,724. 

If  this  great  quantity  of  material  had  been  put  into  the  dustbins 
and  disposed  of  as  refuse,  not  only  would  this  large  sum  of  money  have 
been  lost  but  the  cost  of  its  disposal  would  have  been  very  considerable. 

It  is  interesting  to  look  back  over  the  past  twelve  years  and  record 
the  annual  income  from  salvage  for  each  year  since  1940.  They  are  as

The  Salvage  Stewards  Scheme  continued  in  the  district  and  our 
789  Salvage  Stewards  performed  this  voluntary  work  satisfactorily, 
further  13  stewards  were  enrolled  for  the  new  Housing  Estates. 

When  this  voluntary  scheme  was  inaugurated  during  the  war  it 
was  not  thought  or  intended  that  it  would  go  on  so  long.  I think  it 
reflects  great  credit  on  our  Salvage  Stewards  that,  although  a large 
number  of  them  have  been  carrying  out  this  voluntary  work  for  up  to 
eleven  years,  there  has  been  no  general  request  to  be  relieved  of  the 
duties. 

Waste  Paper. 

The  demand  for  waste  paper,  encouraged  by  the  National  Waste 
Paper  Competition  organized  by  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery  Association, 
continued  during  the  year.  It  resulted  in  our  highest  collection  to  date 
and  we  received  a prize  of  £50  in  the  competition. 
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340  tons  of  waste  paper  were  collected,  baled  and  sold  under  contract 
to  the  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd.,  producing  a revenue  of  £5,891. 

The  paper  is  sorted  and  sold  in  four  grades  ; newspapers,  books  and 
magazines,  cardboard  and  the  remainder  as  mixed  waste  paper. 

The  paper  is  baled  in  an  electric  press  purchased  in  1942.  A new 
electric  press  was  ordered  in  September,  1951,  but  had  not  been  delivered 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Other  Salvage. 

20  tons  of  textiles  and  99  tons  of  metal  were  collected  producing  a 
total  revenue  of  £1,041. 

The  price  that  can  be  obtained  for  textiles  varies  according  to  their 
state  of  cleanliness,  i.e.,  freedom  from  dirt  and  ashes,  and  their  moisture 
content.  By  our  system  of  collection  textiles  are  kept  clean  and  dry, 
and  as  a result  satisfactory  prices  are  obtained. 

By  arrangement  with  the  London  and  Southern  Counties  Joint 
Committee  of  the  Scrap  Survey  and  Drive  and  the  Fleet  Urban  District 
Council,  we  collected  and  baled  tins  from  that  Authority. 

The  Kitchen  Waste  Collection  Service. 

The  Kitchen  Waste  (Licensing  of  Private  Collectors)  (Extension) 
Order,  1946,  is  in  force  in  the  district,  and  the  Council  is  under  direction 
to  collect  kitchen  waste  and  deliver  it  to  the  Concentrator  Plant  at 
Aldershot  operated  by  The  National  By-Products  Limited.  Private 
collectors,  unless  exempted  by  the  Order  must  hold  a licence  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  object  of  the  Order  is 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  caused  by  the  feeding 
of  swill  not  properly  cooked  and  sterilised.

The  issue  of  individual  kitchen  waste  containers  has  not  yet  been 
completed  and  we  have  still  about  150  kitchen  waste  bins  in  use  in  the 
district.  Many  of  these,  however,  are  in  use  at  cafes,  shops,  and  school 
canteens.  I hope  during  the  forthcoming  year  that  communal  kitchen 
waste  bins  will  be  replaced  throughout  the  whole  district  by  individual 
containers.  The  above  figures  do  suggest  that  this  system  is  not  only 
more  convenient  and  satisfactory  to  householders  but  results  in  increased 
collections. 

The  separate  collection  of  kitchen  waste  serves  a dual  purpose  in 
that  it  provides  valuable  animal  food  and  keeps  this  material  out  of  the 
dustbin.  Kitchen  waste  makes  the  dustbin  objectionable  and  a source 
of  attraction  to  flies. 


Bonus  on  paper  and  salvage  extracted  from  the  Tip, 

Up  to  the  end  of  June  a bonus  of  l/6d.  per  cwt.  of  salvage  extracted 
from  the  tip  was  paid  to  the  controlled  tip  workmen.  This  was 
increased  to  2/-  per  cwt.  from  July  onwards.  34  tons  were  recovered.

Department  comprising  a Foreman,  Assistant  Foreman,  1 Driver- 
Mechanic,  6 Drivers  (including  2 Reserve  Drivers),  15  men  and  2 women.

Sixty-nine  dustbins  of  British  Standard  Specification  type  were 
sold  by  the  Council  to  householders  and  owners  of  property  in  the 
district. 

Forty-eight  informal  notices  requiring  the  provision  of  a dustbin 
were  served,  and  47  were  complied  with. 

One  Statutory  Notice  was  served  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
75,  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  This  notice  was  complied  with.

7.  SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA.

8.  INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS. 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
Shops  Acts  with  the  exception  of  the  provisions  of  Section  38,  Shops 
Act,  1950,  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences,  heating  and  ventilation. 
These  are  the  responsibility  of  your  Council. 


9.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Chimneys  coming  within  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  were  observed  for  smoke  nuisances.  One  case  was  dealt  with 
successfully  by  informal  action. 

Two  other  cases  of  rather  a different  kind  did,  however,  arise. 
One  was  a smoke  and  grit  nuisance  from  a steam  grab  loading  coal  in 
close  proximity  to  dwellinghouses.  The  other  case  has  proved  difficult. 
At  a works  in  the  district,  used  metal  containers  are  reclaimed  and 
reconditioned.  Amongst  these  are  drums  which  have  contained  a 
synthetic  bitumen.  To  remove  this  material  the  drums  are  burned  in 
the  open  air  producing  considerable  (juantities  of  smoke.  This  case  is 
still  under  investigation. 

The  fuel  efficiency  campaign  instituted  by  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and 
Power,  focuses  attention  on  the  fact  that  smoke  abatement  and  fuel 
efficiency  are  synonymous  terms,  in  other  words,  smoke  abatement  is 
“ good  business  ” and  deserves  the  attention  of  every  fuel  user.  This 
principle  applies  in  the  same  way  to  the  domestic  use  of  fuel  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  new  approved  domestic  fuel  appliances  which  are 
now  being  installed  will  have  a great  and  beneficial  effect  with  regard 
to  this  problem  as  a whole.  Their  full  benefit  will  not,  however,  be  felt 
until  adequate  supplies  of  the  right  type  of  fuels  are  available. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society 
and  your  Chief  Sanitarv  Inspector  is  a member  of  the  National  Executive 
Council  of  the  Society. 


10.  SWIMMINC  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  a small  open-air  swimming  pool  in  the  district  owned  and 
managed  by  the  Council.  6 samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted 
from  this  pool  for  bacteriological  examination. 

There  is  also  a bathing  pool  at  a private  school  in  the  area. 
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11.  RODENT  AND  INSECT  CONTROL. 

One  man  is  employed  for  rodent  control  work  and  he  also  carries 
out  other  pest  control  work  in  conjunction  with  other  members  of  the 
Department. 

(a)  Rodent  Destruction. 

This  work  was  actively  carried  on  during  the  year,  details  of  which 


are  summarised  in  the  following  table  : —

The  Council’s  properties  including  the  Sewage  Works,  Refuse  Tips 
and  Salvage  Works  were  kept  under  regular  supervision  and  control  and 
no  major  infestations  occurred. 

No  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  at  private  dwellinghouses. 
In  the  case  of  business  premises,  a charge  is  based  on  the  actual  cost  of 
the  work. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  proprietors  of  many  of  the  business 
premises,  treatment  for  the  eradication  of  rodents  and  other  pests  is 
carried  out  at  their  premises  covering  periods  of  3,  6 or  12  months. 

Assistance  was  given  to  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment,  who 
employ  their  own  Rodent  Operative,  to  deal  with  some  persistent  and 
serious  cases  of  infestation  of  rats  at  their  premises.  We  have  also 
worked  in  co-operation  with  the  Military  Authorities. 

(i)  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  Act,  all  work  being  done 
by  informal  action. 

(ii)  Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers. 

A test  baiting  of  the  sewers  during  the  year  showed  that,  as  on 
previous  occasions,  the  old  sections  of  the  sewerage  system  in  the  South 
Ward  were  infested.  These  sections  were  treated  with  satisfactory 
results. 

(iii)  North-East  Hants  Workable  Area  Committee  for 
Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  above  Committee  which 
comprises  the  Borough  of  Aldershot,  the  Farnborough  and  Fleet 
Urban  District  Councils,  and  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District 
Council,  the  representatives  being  one  member  of  the  Local  Authority 
with  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district.  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the  Aldershot  Military  district,  and  the 
Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  also  sent  representatives. 

These  meetings  which  are  held  quarterly  in  the  different  districts 
are  a useful  medium  for  discussing  rodent  control  problems  and  ensuring 
co-operation  between  the  Local  Authorities. 

(b)  Insect  Pests. 

The  quantity  and  scope  of  work  under  this  heading  increases  year 
by  year. 

I do  not  think  that  this  is  because  of  an  increase  in  these  pests  but 
rather  an  increased  awareness  by  people  on  the  need  for  their  control 
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and  of  the  assistance  which  can  now  be  obtained  from  the  Local 
Authority  towards  this  end.  It  should,  however,  be  remembered  that 
the  destruction  of  many  of  these  pests  is  not  the  statutory  responsibility 
of  the  Local  Authority,  but  rather  a service  made  available  to  the  public 
to  fill  a need. 

In  addition  to  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice,  the  following  pests 
were  dealt  with,  involving  335  visits  by  your  officers  ; Bed  Bugs,  Fleas, 
Cockroaches,  Crickets,  Wasps,  Ants,  Mosquitoes,  Flies,  Earwigs  and 
Wood  Boring  Beetles. 

(i)  Bed  Bugs. 

Nine  properties  totalling  thirty  rooms  were  disinfested  during  the 
year. 

The  treatment  of  infested  premises  consists  of  spraying  with  liquid 
insecticide,  incorporating  D.D.T.,  or  gammexane.  Bedding,  etc.  is 
removed  to  the  steam  disinfector  for  steam  treatment. 

(ii)  Earwig  Infestation — Council  Housing  Estates. 

The  infestation  of  earwigs  which  occurred  in  the  Hawley  Lane  and 
Sinehurst  Estates  during  1950  recurred  during  1951.  It  again  commenced 
in  June  and  continued  until  the  end  of  September.  Although  the  trouble 
was  more  widespread  during  1951,  the  individual  houses  were  not  so 
badly  infested  as  during  1950.  During  1951,  60  houses  and  flats  were 
treated  thoroughly  compared  with  the  52  houses  and  flats  treated  in 
1950.  Of  the  52  houses  treated  in  1950,  22  or  42%  had  to  be  treated 
again  during  1951.  No  definite  evidence  was  obtained  as  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  treatment  against  re-infestation,  as  cases  of  re-infestation 
occurred  in  most  of  the  areas  and  also  with  all  types  of  insecticide. 

No  very  definite  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  the  facts  as  available 
at  present,  and  it  seems  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  wait  and  see  whether 
and  if  so,  where,  any  further  infestation  occurs  during  1952. 

12.  DISINFECTION  AND  WORK  AT  THE  STEAM 

DISINFECTING  STATION. 

Some  33  consignments  of  bedding  from  houses  or  premises  in  which 
cases  of  infectious  disease  had  occurred  or  from  verminous  premises 
were  dealt  with  at  the  Steam  Disinfector.  In  addition,  31  properties 
were  visited  for  the  disinfection  or  disinfestation  of  rooms. 

Steam  disinfection  work  is  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Frimley 
and  Camberley  U.D.C.  and  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment  on  a 
rechargeable  basis. 

13.  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  use  of  caravans  and  the  licensing 
of  land  as  sites  for  moveable  dwellings  received  much  consideration  by 
the  Health  Committee. 

There  is  a constant  demand  for  sites  for  residential  purposes  both 
by  persons  without  housing  accommodation  and  persons  coming  into 
the  district  for  short  periods. 

This  need  is  only  partly  met  by  a site  put  into  use  in  1950.  The  site 
is  privately  owned  and  can  accommodate  eighteen  caravans.  There  are 
sufficient  concrete  stands  for  each  caravan  ; water  closets  and  drainage 
for  waste  water  are  provided.  This  site  is  not  licensed,  a separate 
licence  being  issued  for  each  caravan. 
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Licences  for  individual  sites  have  not  been  given  except  in  special 
circumstances. 

The  following  are  details  of  the  position  relating  to  caravans  during 
the  year : —

In  addition  to  this  residential  site,  there  are  four  sites  principally 
used  in  connection  with  travelling  shows.  These  are  kept  under  regular 
supervision. 

Trouble  was  also  experienced  with  gypsies  stationing  their  vans 
without  means  of  sanitation  and  other  facilities  on  Council  owned  land 
adjacent  to  our  Housing  Estates. 

Legal  proceedings  had  to  be  taken  against  the  occupier  of  a caravan 
on  an  individual  site,  details  of  which  are  shown  below. 

14.  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES  AND  HOUSES  LET-IN- 

LODGINGS. 

There  are  neither  registered  common  lodging  houses  nor  registered 
houses  let-in-lodgings  in  the  district. 

15.  DEFENSIVE  TRADES. 

No  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  district. 

16.  FACTORIES. 

There  are  81  factories  on  the  register. 

New  sanitary  conveniences  were  constructed  and  other  improvements 
were  carried  out  at  one  factory.  Other  details  of  inspections  and  action 
taken  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  are  given  in  Appendices  “ B ” 
and  “ D.” 

17.  PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  appointed  Authorised  Officers  for 
the  administration  of  this  Act. 

18.  THE  RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS 

ACT,  1951. 

The  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951,  came  into 
operation  during  the  year.  No  applications  have  been  received  for 
registration  and  so  far  no  premises  have  been  found  during  inspections 
to  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

19.  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Following  court  proceedings  during  19.50  under  Section  93  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  when  the  Court  made  an  order  for  the  abatement 
of  nuisance  relating  to  poultry  and  accumulations  and  deposits  of  manure, 
this  nuisance  was  abated  early  in  1951.  Details  of  this  case  were  given 
in  my  report  for  1950. 
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Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  against  a person  for  occupying  a moveable  dwelling 
on  a site  for  more  than  42  consecutive  days  without  a licence. 

The  case  was  proved  and  the  occupier  was  fined  5/-  with  a 
continuing  daily  penalty  if  still  on  the  site  after  6 weeks. 

The  occupier  made  a new  application  to  station  his  caravan  on  the 
site  and  a licence  was  granted  until  he  had  completed  the  building  of  a 
house  in  the  district. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

It  became  necessary  to  take  Legal  Proceedings  under  Section  13  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  against  the  occupier  of  a shop  on  the 
grounds  that  there  was  not  provided  in,  or  within  a reasonable  distance 
of  the  room,  a suitable  wash  basin  and  a sufficient  supply  of  hot  water 
for  the  use  of  persons  employed  in  the  shop. 

The  occupier  was  fined  /I  and  a continuing  daily  penalty  if  washing 
facilities  were  not  provided  within  six  weeks. 

The  occupier  complied  with  the  Order  of  the  Court  and  a wash  basin 
with  a constant  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  was  provided  in  the  shop. 

SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

The  housing  position  in  the  area  is  still  acute  but  good  progress  is 
being  made  by  the  Council  in  the  erection  of  new  houses.

Inspection  and  Repair  of  Houses. 

Progress  with  housing  repairs  is  retarded  by  the  high  cost  of  building 
repairs  especially  to  owners  of  small-rented  properties  who  cannot 
increase  rents  to  meet  these  higher  costs.  More  work  is  entailed  by 
your  Officers  in  getting  urgent  repair  work  executed,  than  was  formerly 
the  case  with  major  repairs. 

121  houses  were  inspected  and  57  repaired,  involving  660  visits  of 
inspection. 

Particulars  of  housing  inspections  and  repair  work  carried  out  is 
given  in  Appendices  “ A ” and  “ B.” 

Closing  and  Demolition  Orders. 

There  was  one  Closing  Order  made  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
2 underground  rooms.  No  Demolition  orders  were  made,  but  one  house 
was  demolished  by  this  Authority  as  the  result  of  non-compliance  with 
a Demolition  Order  served  in  1950. 
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Overcrowding. 

Some  progress  was  made  in  dealing  with  overcrowding  in  the 
district. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  6 cases  on  the  Register 
and  4 cases  were  added  during  the  year.  5 cases  were  abated,  3 by 
private  action  and  2 by  the  Council  re-housing  the  families  concerned. 
Five  cases  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Infestation  by  the  House  Longhorn  Beetle. 

No  infestations  of  the  House  Longhorn  Beetle  have  been  discovered, 
but  in  view  of  the  seriousness  of  this  pest  in  an  adjoining  district  we 
carry  out  inspections  when  requested  to  do  so  by  persons  concerned. 

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

{a)  THE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  four  dairies  and  twenty-two  distributors  of  milk  on  the 
Register  and  constant  supervision  of  these  premises  and  the  milk  supply 
is  maintained. 

During  the  year  one  dairyman  commenced  pasteurising  milk  and 
installed  a pasteurising  plant  of  the  Holder  type  in  which  he  pasteurises 
both  tuberculin  tested  and  undesignated  milk.  This  same  dairyman 
has  also  installed  a metal-capping  machine  in  lieu  of  the  cardboard  disc 
method  of  capping  bottles.  Only  one  other  dairyman  is  bottling  his  own 
milk,  the  rest  obtain  pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk  ready  bottled. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  the  responsibility  for  licensing  of  premises 
where  milk  is  pasteurised  was  transferred  from  Local  Authorities  to 
Food  and  Drugs  Authorities,  in  our  case,  the  County  Council. 
By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  these  duties  are  carried  out 
by  your  Council  on  their  behalf  and  this  arrangement  is  working 
satisfactorily.

Milk  Sampling. 

I'lie  standards  for  designated  milks  are  prescribed  by  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  and  Raw  Milk) 
Regulations,  1949. 

During  the  year  107  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacter- 
iological e.xamination  of  which  6 or  5.6%  did  not  reach  the  required 
standard.  The  necessary  action  was  taken  in  each  case  where  an 
unsatisfactory  result  was  obtained.

Biological  Examination  of  Milk  Samples  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Three  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  a biological  examination 
for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  and  in  all  cases  negative  results  were 
received. 

Cleansing  and  Sterilizing  of  Milk  Bottles  and  Equipment. 

Three  milk  bottles  and  two  churn  rinsings  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  bottles  showed  a count  of  521  and 
according  to  the  standards  suggested  by  the  Laboratories  were 
satisfactory.  One  churn  rinsing  was  unsatisfactory  but  after  investigation 
a subsequent  sample  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

An  unsatisfactory  feature  which  we  find  so  often,  is  the  neglect  to 
keep  crates  in  a clean  condition  and,  although  the  milk  is  in  bottles,  it 
is  the  practice  in  dairies  to  stand  washed  bottles  upside  down  in  the 
crates,  bringing  the  mouths  of  the  bottles  into  contact  with  the  frequently 
dirty  surfaces  of  the  crates. 

{b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughterhouse. 

There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  use  in  the  Urban  District.  It  is 
under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  is  a slaughtering  centre 
for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Farnborough  and  Fleet  and  the  Rural  District 
of  Hartley  Wintney. 


The  Farnborough  Slaughterhouse  is,  iu  many  respects,  both 
inadequate  and  unsatisfactory.  Improvements  of  a minor  character 
have  been  carried  out  over  tlie  past  few  years,  but  a scheme  of  improve- 
ment of  a more  comprehensive  character  is  required.  The  hanging  of 
the  beef  is  most  unsatisfactory.  The  carcases  have  to  be  hung  so  close 
together  while  slaughtering  work  is  in  progress  that  cooling  of  the  meat 
is  impeded.  The  carcases  are  also  contaminated  by  animals  leaving 
the  stunning  pen  to  be  slaughtered. 

These  and  other  unsatisfactory  features  make  it  extremely  difficult 
to  maintain  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  during  slaughtering 
operations  and  make  meat  inspection  very  difficult. 

This  matter  was  discussed  by  your  Health  Committee  and  by  the 
Food  Hygiene  Advisory  Committee  and  representations  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  The  Council  suggested  to  the  Ministry  that  a meeting 
of  the  surrounding  Local  Authorities  be  called  to  discuss  the  provision 
of  a modern  abattoir  to  serve  a wider  area  but  the  Ministry  did  not 
encourage  this  and  no  action  was  taken  on  the  proposal. 


Meat  Inspection. 

A regular  system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  laid  down  in  Memo  62  (Foods).  329  visits 
were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  where  6,165  animals  were  killed  and 
inspected. 

Details  of  2 cases  of  congenital  Tuberculosis  found  in  calves  were 
notified  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector,  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  so  that  the  dams  could  be  traced  and  examined  for 
Tuberculosis. 

It  was  found  that  25.9%  of  all  cows  inspected  were  affected  in  some 
degree  with  Tuberculosis.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  this  is  3.3%  less 
than  in  1950  when  the  figure  was  29.2%. 

Five  cows  were  found  to  have  lesions  of  tuberculosis  in  the  supra 
mammary  gland  of  the  udder.  This  represented  0.9%  of  all  cows  inspected 
and  3.6%  of  those  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis.  These  figures 
show  a slight  decrease  over  the  number  found  to  be  so  affected  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  disease  in  sheep  may  seem  rather  high  especially 
as  these  animals  are  normally  resistant  to  disease.  This  figure  is  ac- 
counted for  by  the  high  proportion  of  lungs  affected  by  a minor  parasite 
of  which  sheep  are  prone  but  which  does  not  normally  affect  the  carcase. 


Gysticerous  Bovis. 

Routine  inspection  of  carcases  for  the  presence  of  this  parasite  was 
continued  during  the  year,  and  of  1,802  bovines  inspected,  42  or  2% 
were  found  to  be  affected. 

A number  of  diseased  specimens  were  forwarded  for  examination 
to  the  Veterinary  Investigation  Department,  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  Reading.  I am  grateful  to  N.  S.  Barron,  Esq.,  Ph.D., 
B.Sc.,  M.R.C.V.S.,  Veterinary  Investigation  Officer,  for  his  help  and 
co-operation  with  the  examination  of  these  and  other  specimens.

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The  large  quantity  of  imported  ham  which  was  condemned  will  be 
noted,  this  trouble  having  been  general  throughout  the  Country.  It  is 
understood  that  the  Government  has  taken  action  in  this  matter  and 
the  position  had  improved  considerably  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


Adulteration  of  Food. 


The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority  for  administering 
the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  relating  to  the 
adulteration  of  food  and  drugs. 

The  Chief  Inspector,  Mr.  C.  O.  Perry,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  figures  relating  to  work  on  food  adulteration  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council  in  the  Farnborough  Urban  District  during  the  year 
ending  31st  March,  1952  ; —

All  the  samples  proved  to  be  genuine,  and  the  69  milk  samples 
contained  an  average  of  3.76%  Milk  Fat  and  8.79%  Non-Fatty  Solids. 


(c)  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

The  trend  of  improvement  in  hygienic  standards  in  food  premises 
has  continued  during  the  year,  although  improvements  are  still  required 
at  some  premises.  Some  of  this  work  is  being  held  back  because  of 
restrictions  on  the  granting  of  licences  by  the  Ministry  of  Works. 

The  protection  against  contamination  of  fish  exposed  for  sale  is  a 
vexed  one,  but  steps  are  being  taken  by  some  fishmongers  in  the  district 
to  afford  some  means  of  protection  to  fish.  Refrigerated  fish  slabs  are 
in  use  at  two  fishmongers’  shops  and  in  another  shop  a mist  water 
sprayer  has  been  installed.  I was  pleased  to  receive  a copy  of  the 
recommendations  on  ‘‘  Eish  Trade  Hygiene  ” made  by  the  National 
Federation  of  Fishmongers  and  Poulterers  during  the  year  which  shows 
that  the  trade  appreciates  the  importance  of  food  hygiene. 

A survey  of  the  types  and  conditions  of  fish  containers  used  for 
transport  of  fish  from  port  to  shop  was  carried  out  during  inspections 
at  fish  shops.  The  aluminium  containers,  which  are  so  much  more 
hygienic  than  the  wooden  type,  are  not  yet  in  general  use.  There  has 
been  a big  improvement  in  the  wooden  containers,  some  being  lined 
with  metal,  others  coated  internally  with  a plastic  material. 

It  became  necessary  during  the  year  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
against  the  occupier  of  a confectioners  and  ice  cream  shop,  details  of 
which  are  reported  under  “ Legal  Proceedings.” 
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The  Food  Hygiene  (luild  continued  to  operate  and  the  Advisory 
Committee  met  on  five  occasions.  At  the  Annual  meeting,  which 
produced  an  attendance  of  about  100  persons,  food  hygiene  films  were 
shown.  A successful  Food  Hygiene  Quiz  took  place  and  G.  T.  H. 
Blackie,  Esq.,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Borough  of  Ealing,  acted  as 
Quiz  Master.  Mr.  Blackie  also  gave  an  address  describing  the  Ealing 
Clean  Food  Scheme. 

The  Guild,  however,  has  not  yet  received  the  support  we  had  hoped 
for  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  only  21  trader  members. 

{d)  MANUFACTURE  AND  SALE  OF  ICE  CREAM. 

Seven  additional  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
bringing  the  number  of  premises  on  the  Register  to  .50.  Regular 
supervision  of  premises  was  maintained  and  ice  cream  vehicles  entering 
the  district  were  also  regularly  inspected.  In  most  cases  the  ice  cream 
is  sold  prepacked. 

No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district.
